Benjedid Chadli nominated 
successor to Boumedienne 


ALGIERS. Jan. 31 (Agen- 
cies) — Col. Benjedid Chadli, 
a fatherly figure little known 
to the Algerian public, was no- 
minated as president after be- 
ing the link between the army 
and the ruling Council of the 
Revolution when President 
Houari Boumedienne fell ill 
iast year. 

In his acceptance speech be- 
fore the convention, ChadK pro- 
mised to follow the policies of 
Boumedienne. 

"L pledge >o you that 1 will 
work according to the choice 
that the people have agreed 
upon, socialism, with no re- 
turn," he said to cheers and 
applause. “Socialism is our 
cnly choice." 

Chadli was one of only two 
members of the council, now 


disbanded, who never gave 
up their army post and had 
commanded Algeria's second 
military region since 1964.

Heads across nation today 

Teng signs first U.S. accords 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 
(AP) — China's Teng Hsiao- 
ping wound up his Washing- 
ton visit Wednesday with a 
bit of sightseeing, a private 
meeting with Richard Nixon 
and the signing of accords 
with President Jimmy Carter 
aimed at boosting China’s ef- 
forts toward modernization. 

The late afternoon signing 
ceremony in the White House 
East Room was the climax of 
the Chinese vice premier’s 
three-day official visit. The 
agreements set the framework 
for cooperation in science and 
technology, cultural exchanges 
and establishment of consula- 
tes in the United States and 


China 

The most important agree- 
ment to China's rapid drive 
under Teng’s leadership to be- 
come a world industrial power 
is the science and technology 
accord, which administration 
sources say will concentrate 
at First on space, agricultural 
research and student exchang- 
es 

Teng leaves Thursday mor- 
ning on a cross-country tour 
to Atlanta, Houston and Seatt- 
le, arranged to satisfy his in- 
terest in American technology 
and trade. His eight day visit, 
the first by a leader of the 

People’s Republic of China, 
ends Monday. 
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Before the White House 
signing ceremony, Teng had 
breakfast with members of 
^Carter’s cabinet at Blair 
House, the presidential guest 
quarters across Pennsylvania 
Avenue from the White House, 
and made hurried tours of 
the Smithsonian Institution’s 
National Air and Space Mu- 
seum and the Lincoln Memo- 
rial. 

At the Space Museum, he 
was accompanied by Apollo 1 1 
astronaut Michael Collins, 
now undersecretary of the 
Smithsonian. His private tour 
included a two-minute inspec- 
tion of a full-size replica of 
the Skylab orbital space sta- 
tion. 

In a speech Tuesday night 
that might not have pleased 
his U£. hosts. Teng accused 
the Soviet Union of “the zea- 
lous pushing of a global stra- 
tegy for world domination" 
that was bound to increase 
the danger “of a new worid 
war." 

Speaking at a reception 
sponsored by the Foreign 
Policy Association at the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, the 
Chinese leader said: “We are 
firmly against a new world 
war. One of the objectives 
of China’s foreign policy is u> 
delay the outbreak.” 

Carter aikninistration offi- 
cials clearly had hoped Teng 
would not use his Washington 
visit — the first by a leader of 
the People’s Republic of China 
— as a forum for an anti-So- 
viet campaign.

Half of the country's 2,300 
hospitals were accepting only 
emergency cases and a few were 
turning away all patient* as the 
National Health Service reeled 
under tile effects of its worst- 
ever labor crisis. 

"Whatever you do, don't fall 
sick in Britain today,” said a 
London doctor. 

Cooks, cleaners, porters and 
engineers staged sporadic strikes 
and "go-slow” tactics in their 
campaign for pay rises ranging 
up to 40 per cent and a mini- 
mum 60 sterling ti!2U) weekly 
wage.

Jan. 31 — Three 
West Germans who allegedly 
robbed their employer in 
Riyadh of a SR6.5 million 
payroll will face the full sen- 
tence permitted by the Sharia. 
Deputy Interior Minister Prirr 
' ce Ahmad said in an interview 
with “Al-Bilad" newspaper 
Wednesday. 

The West Germans, emplo- 
yees of Philip Holzmann, a 
large Frankfurt-based construc- 
tion company, were named 
Wednesday as Rolf Wieterme- 
yer. Horst Buler and Dietrich 
Braun by Brig, Muhammad 
ibo Ayesh, Riyadh chief of 
police, who headed the inves- 
tigation into the robbery. 

The robbery occurred nn the 
night of Jan. 6 and 7 at the 
Riyadh headquarters of Ptacl* 
Holzmann, vdjich is involved 
in extensive construction work 
for the Ministry of Defense., 
and other government clients. 

The three West Germans 
were arrested after an inten* 
sive 20-day search of Riyadh 
and its environs and admitted 
the theft on questioning. Brig. 
Ayesh said. 


Brig Ayesh said that the 
West Germans robbed the 
company's safe after drugging 
the cashier. Earlier, they had 
stolen the combination number 
from the chief accountant. 

During questioning, the Ger- 
mans revealed that an earlier 
attempt in November had been 
foiled by the night-watchman. 

During investigations at 
the company’s headquarters. 
Riyadh, police found a num* 
ber of tom and burned bank- 
notes. Police monitored a tele- 
phone eaH between Riyadh and 
West Germany which linked 
the robbery to the three West 
Germans. The three were put 
under surveillance. 

Intensified passenger control 
and baggage searches at Saudi 
international airports enabled 
police to complete investiga- 
tions when the West Germans 
were unable to leave the coun* 
try.

Sakharov indicated he consi- 
dered Zatikyan. aged about 
32 and known to have a pre- 
vious conviction for anti-So- 
viet activity, was not guilty of 
causing the explosion.

public trial a criminal 
charging S& Zatikyan, a very 
dangerous repeat criminal , and 
two of his accomplices with 
setting off, in a car ot the 
Moscow underground in Jan- 
uaiy, 1977, an explosion 
which resulted in human cas- 
ualties," the Tass report 
said. 

“During tbe trial, the guilt 
of the defendants was fully 
proved by the evidence of 
the witnesses, the conclusions 
of an experi examination and 
oiber materials of the case."

“Zatikyan and his accom- 
plices were sentenced to the 
ultimate measure of punish- 
ment — execution. The sen- 
tence has been carried out," 
Tass said.

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IRAN SHOWDOWN 


The hasty exit of foreigners from Iran has added to the 
general gloom about the immediate future of the country. Many 
people have even stopped talking about a miracle to save the 
day. The confrontation between the camp of Ayatollah 
Khomeini and his adversaries threatens to erupt in civil war 
and for the time being the kindest way out is for one faction 
to emerge victorious very quickly. 

Khomeini could have avoided such a showdown if he hud 
been willing to compromise. The same could be said of his 
opponents who can remove the threat of civil war if they suc- 
cumb to the religious leader. But Khomeini and his adver- 
saries have their own reasons for acting the way they do and 
regardless of who is right and wrong the result is very gloomy. 

The position of the army is of primary importance. It is 
□o more as simple and easy to say that the array is opposed 
to Khomeini There have been growing desertions to the side 
of the opposition, especially among the lower ranks where 
soldiers have carried their weapons with them. Still, there 
Were enough troops in Tehran yesterday to march in the 
streets in 3 show of force against Khomeini. On its own, the 
army may not be able any more to stage a successful coup 
but it finds itself in the same camp as the moderate opposition 
and the remaining pro-Shah elements in the country. The 
army would have preferred to see Dr. Shahpour' Bakhtiar 
continue as prime minister but it knows that without military 
backing the man will not last one day against the Khomeini 
forces. 

The Khomeini forces accept that they .have reached the 
point of no return in their quest for power and are approach- 
ing the situation with a "now or never” attitude. Khomeini 
may anive and declare immediately a transitional government 
and an Islamic republic, thus forcing everyone else’s hand. KBs 
men may not be very disciplined but they appear to have had 
arms, even before the army desertions began. They have a 
good clandestine communications system and may be counted 
upon to warm things up not only in Tehran hut wherever they 
choose in the country. And they have influence among the 
oil field workers which must not be underestimated because the 
oil sector strikes might have been the most effective single 
factor in the downfall of the Shah. 

What strikes a very suspicious cord at this juncture is the 
changing Western altitude toward Khomeini. He rose from 
near-anonyn:ity in only a few months and people were led to 
believe that he was the saviour. In recent weeks, the West- 
erners lost some of their confidence in the man's ability, 
and their hasty attempts at pulling out their nationals indicate 
trouble. At the same time, radio stations in Eastern Europe 
d : rected at Iran are whipping up the tension and inflaming 
passions to make sure that .civil war will break out. In the 
current frenzied pace of events the Iranians have no time to 
stop and contemplate such thoughts. But they must, because 
no one can save them but themselves.

Postures of defense

WASHINGTON — 

The Soviet Union hats so 
many problems, both mDatary 
and economic, that the United 
States can safely adopt a bast-

senators would vote on foe 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty. (SALT) President Car- 
ter is seeking. 

“But," Brown continued, “I 
think - it is fair to say that my 
overall outlook coincided with 
that of foe nation’s top-ranking 
military officer, Air Force Gen. 
David C. Jones, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff.” 

To buttress that claim. 
Brown then quoted from Jones’ 
posture statement, also released 
last week. 

“There is tiro much pessim- 
ism about our current capabili- 
ty. 1 wouldn’t swap our present 
military capability with that of 
the Soviet Union, nor would I 
want to trade the broader prob- 
lems each countzy faces.” 

The White House is counting 
on Brown to take foe lead in 
selling SALT II to the Senate. 
The administration also is 
hopeful foat the Joint Chiefs 
will support the agreement, 
which is virtually ready for 
sibling.

“We’re not afraid of the 
Chinese. Let them be afraid of 
us,” ..more than one border 
Rusaan said. “We hear their 
propaganda and we laugh at

The propaganda comes in 
daily broadcasts across foe 
glimmering and jagged peaks 
to- the south and east: warn- 
ings of war, accusations of 
a Russian “threat from the 
north” and word of new pro- 
gress in China.

-NEW YORK — Dover 
Publications does everything 
backwards. It publishes the 
*rong kind of books at the 
^Tong cost wkih the wrong 
kind of quality, (i has the 
wrong kind of management, 
even the wrong street address- 
Or so conventional publishing 
wisdom would have one be- 
lieve. 

In these woeful days rf con- 
glomerate takeover, who ever 
heard of a mult’ mi LI ion -dollar 

business that is essentially a 
mom-and-pop operation? Of 
working oul of offices in lower 
Manhattan's warehouse dis- 
trict, as far as po"ttih!c from 
chic watering holes and cheek- 
by-jowl with companies like 
Consolidated Loose Leaf, the 
Acme HeeJ Corp. and the Iron 
Cross Rehearsal and Record- 
ing Studio? Of using superior 
quality paper, binding and co- 
ves* for paperback books and 
still keeping prices low.? And. 
most especially, of putting 
out books of a diversity that 
wo uid cause other publishers 
to gnash their teeth in des- 
pair? 

“String Figures and how to 
Make Them.” “Grammar of 
Colloquial Tibetan.” “An In- 
troduction to Symbolic Lo- 
gic.’’

"Mr. Cixfcer." says one of 
hts employees, "has an ex- 
tremely wide range of inte- 
rest.” “I'm no renaissance 
man” he replies.

In 1942, Hayward Cirker 
and his wife Blanche started a 
reprint company they named 
after the apartment house they 
lived in- The very first book 
published was suggested by a 
scientist friend who told him 
“there was a large group of 
American mathematical phy- 
sicists who needed books th.it 
were out of print or costing 
SI 5 io 520. which today was 
like $50.” So Cirker took a 
chance and published the non- 
srintiilaiing “Tables of Func- 
tions.” which, 50,000 copies 
later, is still on the Dover |iM. 

Lotts of books are still on 
the Dover list, something like 
2,300, with 160 to 180 more 
added every year, a very tidy 
sum when measured against 
an editorial staff that is be- 
low a dozen, ihc C.irkers in- 
cluded. 

"We hale to see things go 
out of print." says vice presi- 
dent and general manager 
Clarence St-row bridge, shaking 
bis head at recent losses like 
"Bird Display and Behavior" 
and “The World’s Chess 
Championship erf 1937." 
“They realJy have gol to be 
wanted by the world at large.” 
What Dover thinks the 
world wants include an eclec- 
tic. slightly off-beat and high- 
ly scholarly collection of to- 
pics, all of which delight ‘heir 
intended, albeit specialized, 
audiences. 

Art directors, for instance. 


devour Dover's pictorial ar- 
chives, ihe world's single lar- 
gest source of copyright-free 
art. Chess lovers bask in 65 
separate titles, fans of classic 
futKnsy and detective novels 
get a W tins Wilkie Collins, 
Freeman Crofts and Sheridan 
Lefaau they can handle, -and 
amateur musicians receive 
full-size scores reprinted with 
wide margins for dozens of 
classical works, from Bach io 
Wagner. And dial is only the 
merest /beginning. “We publish 
for the curious and interested 
adult, for people more or less 
like us,” says the quiet, gen- 
teel Strowbridge. "We seem to 
bit everybody in their weak 
spots.” 

Though many people think 
of Dover as strictly a reprint 
house, saving money by repro- 
ducing properties languishing 
in the public domain, this is 
not completely die case. Close 
to half of Dover’s (books, titles 
like “Geometry. Relativity and 
the Fourth Dimension" by 
Rudolf V. B. .Rucker, are ori- 
ginal works, many of the re- 
prints are new compilations of 
disparate material, and they 
don't come cheap. 

“We spend substantial sums 
erf money -on rights." Crker 
says, "hundreds of thousands 
of dollars a year.” 

One of b be marks of Do- 
ver’s quirki aes*, is that what 
it doesn't publish is as late- 
resting as what it does: No 
current fiction, biography or 
current events, in short, noth- 
ing that even remotely smacks 
of bestseHerdom. 

“Strange but true, we avoid 
obvious commercial viability.” 
says Cirker. “We are sort of . 
working the backwaters of 
publishing.” 


Instead . of lusting after 
trendintss, Cirker stresses his 
60-plus Nobel Prize winners, 
old favorites like £A. Ab- 
bott's “FI attend,” a quarter- 
million copy seller aver the 
decades Dover’s published it, 
as wdl as classics like Agri- 
cola's ”De rc Metallic^" a 
16th-century Latin treatise 
' translated in 1912 by Herbert 
Hoover, who advised Cirker 
“you’ll lose money” on the 
reprint. fHe didn’t.) 

With a list like this, press 
runs in the low thousands are 
common with Dover, for Cir- 
ker prides himsdf on “not 
differentiating between mar- 
kets: A small one is as impor- 
tant as a large one if the book 
is important. We never say 
Tet’s gel rid of the damn 
thing, we have a novelty book 
that!! sell 50,000 copies/ We 
see publishing as a long, long 
continuity.” 

More than that, Dover 
makes sure its books will be 
around physically to enjoy 
that continuity. The paper 
used is opaque and designed 
to resist discoloration or bri- 
ttleness. Pages are sewn in 
signatures, a method . even 
hardback publishers are aban- 
doning. The covers are lami- 
nated right at Dover’s Varick 
Street offices and can be clean- 
ed with a damp cloth- 

“Quality is sort of a phi- 
losophical position, a point of 
view, because the difference 
between a well-produced and 
a poorly produced book 
doesn't represent that touch of 
a difference in price,” Cirker 
says- “And I don't care what 
the subject of the book is, we 
•try and do as good a job as 
we can. We make our books 
on paper dolls the best darn

Detained in France 


Woman, 24, said new head of ETA 



MADRID, Jan. 31 (UPlJ — 
Official Spanish sources said 
Wednesday that a 24-yea r-oid 
woman, Maria Dolores Gonza- 
llez Oarain, has taken over the 
leadership of the Basque sepa- 
ratist group ETA. one of 
Europe's most dangerous ter 
rorist organizations. ■ 

Miss Gonzalez has experien- 
ce in ETA terrorist actions and 
took over leadership of the 
organization after the bombing 
death Dec. 21 of Jose Mara 
Beoaran. the previous ETA 
chief, Che sources said. 

Miss Gonzalez, known by 
the nickname “Yoyos.” was 
bom in 1954 in the Basque 
town of VHJafranca de Oridi- 
cia, according to poiice infor 
motion. 

She was among !4 Spanish 
Basques rounded up Tuesday 
in France near the Spanish 
border and deported to a de- 
pa rtment in the Alps far from 
Spain. Sources close to the 
Madrid government -said they 
expected extradition w'U be 
asked for Miss Gonzalez and 
other suspected ETA leaders. 

ETA fBasque Homeland and 
Liberty) has killed 50 people 
including policemen, military 
officers and others in the last 
four months in its struggle for 
an independent, socialist Bas- 
que region. 

"The fastest ETA victim was 
54-year-old businessman, Jose 
Artola Goicoechea, gunned 
down and killed Tuesday night 
in the Basque town of An- 
zuota. 

The sources said that Bena- 
ran, alias “Reargala" the Bas- 
que word for "skinny", was the 
‘‘maximum chief’ of ETA until 


he died in the *Basque region 
of southern France. On that 
morning in the town of Anglet. 
Argala switched on the igni- 
tion of his car and was. blown 
apart by a powerful bomb. 

The leadership of ETA was 
then taken over by Miss 
Gonzalez with a Lieutenant, a 
man named Anchon Echevesti. 


One high official said it was 
impossible to determine exact- 
ly how many terrorists are in 
the service of ETA. but he 
attributed a two-week drop in 
ETA activity to the reinforce- 
mem of Spanish police forces 
and operations in the Basque 
region. 

TraditionaMv ETA has had 


few women in jts ranks and 
one official admitted “the fact 
that a woman has apparently 
taken over the leadership sur 
prised me." He said that 
among the 14 Spanish Bisques 
picked up in France Tuesday 
and placed in the Airs are 
important ETA commando ins- 
tructors.
